THE GRAND DUKE OF BADEN AND THE 

CATHOLIC CHURCIL 
The following is the text of the proclamation relating 
to the Concordat recentiy issued by the Grand Duke of 
Baden .— 
“ Frederic, by the grace of God, Kc. 
“ At a grave moment, and one which inspires anx- 
ious doubts in many minds, I make use of my finest 
prerogative, ana from the bottom of my heart I address 
words of peace to my deat people. Lamentable differ- 
ences with the chief pastor of the Catholic Church in 
this country had led me to pave the way for an agree- 
ment by direct negociations with the Holy See. In act- 


stituting union for discord, and peace and good-will for 
mutual resentments, After long and laborious negoci- 
ations, a convention was concluded, which gave hopes 
that this object would be attained. But I perceived, to 
my deep mortification, that the convention which has 
just been concluded, excited apprehension in the minds 
of a great part of my people, and I could not refuse to 
take into serious consideration the opinion of those who 
demanded that the advice of the constitutional organs 
should be firet taken. 

“ The/decision of the second Chamber of my faithful 
States gave to these demands an expression which 
forebode! a fatal struggle between my Government and 
the Chambers. The interest of the Catholic Church, 
not less than the good of the country, require that such 
a struggle should be prevented, and that the uncertainty 
as &% legality which would result from euch a disagree- 
ment between the legislative powers should be avoided. 
It is my firm will that the priaciple of the independ. 
ence of the Catholic Church, in the administration of 
ite affairs should be fully applied. A lav, placed under 
the protection of the Constitution, will guerantce a 
secure foundation for the rights of the Church. It is 
in that law and in the regulations which will be subse- 
quently appended to it that the tenour of the Concordat 
will find its legitimate expression. In that manner my

The rev. speakerthen 
referred to the translation of the Bible by Archbishop 
Mactlale, in Tuam, which, he said, was a most remark- 
able feature in the changes of that place. He next 
spoke of some amasing circumstances which had taken 
place between Marcus the Jew, who had come forward 
to prove the fallacy of every version of the Scriptures 
extant, and was told by 12 Catholic chairman, 
at a meeting held to argue the point, that he should 
come better prepared on the next occasion, as the Pro- 
testants never appeared without their ammunition.” 
(Laughter.) The result of this defeat was the sale of 
101 Protestant Bibles, and 235 Testaments, immediately 
after in Tuam. (Hear, hear.) Having spoken at some 
length upon the importance of the mission, and adduced 
several arguments to sustain his statements, the rev. 
gentleman resumed his seat amid applause. 

The Rev. Mr. Dallas and the Rev. Mr. Brooke fol- 
lowed, and detailed their personal experience of the 
working of the soviety to the meeting. 

The Lord Bishop of Ripon, on coming forward, was 
received most cordially. Ile said he was happy at that 
opportunity having been afforded him of bearing his 
personal testimony to the magnitude and importance 
of the operations which were being carried forward 
by that society, and to the manifest interest which it 
had pleased God to bestow upon the people towards it. 
It was impossible, viewing the position of circumstances. 
to doubt the suitability of the time for their labours, 
especiallyobserving the growing zeal exhibited in the caure 
beth in Irelandand England. The grounds upon which 
thyt society should be supported were apparent. Did they 
believe that the errors of the Church of Rome were dan- 
gervus and soul-destroying ? If so, it was their bounden 
duty to expose those errors to the people who were 
blinded by them. He had no hesitation whatever in 
saying—and_he did so without any unkind or un- 
Christian feeling towards his Roman Catholic brethren— 
that these errors were dangerous and soul-destroying. 
lle thought the system of Catholiciem was a mysterious 
iniquity—it was the great power, whose master was the 
evil one, and which (tod, in his infinite wisdom, had en- 
dowed with attributes for the purpose of converting and 
destroying the whole ministry of godliness. They were 
errors which struck to the root of every fundamental 
principleof God, Dat the question rose if it was the 
duty of Protestants to dispel this maze from the eyes of 
their fellows how was it to be worked wut? He found 
in the Irish Church Missions that kind of effort which 
was adapted to the accomplishmentof the end in view. 
‘The great feature of that body was its open, undisguised 
controversy. There were many opposed to it, and not 
a few who dreaded to embark upon it Controversy 
was little more than the contrast between truth and 
error, with a view to elicit the one to the confutation 
of the other to which that truth was placed in opposi- 
tion. The Scriptures proved that controversy was the 
favourite means usel for the teaching of Christ, and 
the Aposties, throughout all their inspired works, 
were found to abide by it, to oppose error and 
sustain truth. Coming to modern  times—cer- 
tainly the Reformation had never been effected 
but for controversy. The men who went forward 
in the struggle of those glorious days were surely con- 
troversialists, and, had Chey not been, never could the 


shorn of its errors. (Applause.) Ilis lordship pro- 
eveded in a most forcible and eloquent address to point 
out the great good of such labours as that society pur- 
sucd, He was listened to with attention throughout, 
and was repeatedly applauded.
